AIDS:  How  Do  We  Respond? 


Acquired  Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome, 
or  "AIDS"  as  it  is  commonly  known,  has  for 
the  last  five  years  been  the  number  one 
health  threat  in  the  United  Slates-and  cer- 
tainly the  most  controversial  and  notorious 
of  our  incurable  diseases.  Since  it  waB  first 
diagnosed,  the  AIDS  vims  has  killed  thou- 
sands and  caused  a  sense  of  public  panic  and 
paranoia. 

Why  has  there  been  such  widespread  "hys- 
teria" over  the  AIDS  epidemic?  Perhaps, 
becauce  AIDS  has  been  wrongly  stereotyped 
as  a  "homosexual"  disease.  We  now  know 
that  AIDS  can  be  contracted  by  heterosexual 
through  unprotected  sexual  contact;  by  intra- 
venous drug  users  through  sharing  virus 
infected  syringes;  and  through  birth  from 
mother  to  child. 

The  sad  tragedy  of  AIDS  is  that  it  not  only 
kills,  but  often  leaves  its  victims  with  the 
stigma  of  having  an  "immoral"  disease. 
Thus,  the  victim  is  treated  with  little  or  no 
compassion.  Therefore,  it  is  important  to 
educate  people  about  AIDS.  Emphasis  should 
be  placed  on  the  fact  that  the  entire  popula- 
tion is  at  risk,  how  to  minimize  that  risk,  and 
the  importance  of  treating  those  afflicted 
with  the  same  dignity  given  others  that  are 
terminally  ill. 

Unfortunately,  this  educational  process  is 
often  the  result  of  first-hand,  painful  expe- 
rience. Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  has  been  touch  by 
this  process  and  brothers  have  acted. 

Brother  Donald  L.  TWiner 

DoDald  L.  Tanner.  Memphis  Stat«,  '67, 

died  in  1985  at  the  age  of  40.  He  was  an  AIDS 
victim.  Brother  Ibnner  served  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  as  a  regional  director  and  worked  for 
the  Fraternity  as  Journal  editor.  He  made 
significant,  long-term  contributions  to  Sigma 


Phi  Epsilon  and  remained  a  devoted  Frater- 
nity brother- 
Brother  Tanner  died  at  a  time  when  AIDS 
was  generally  thought  of  as  a  "homosexuar' 
disease.  It  was  a  difficult  time  for  AIDS 
patients— not  only  was  there  no  cure,  but  the 
ridicule  and  judgmental  treatment  they  expe- 
rienced was  oftentimes  as  painful  and  debili- 
tating as  the  disease  itself 

Brother  Iknner  was  fortunate,  though.  He 
had  the  support  of  his  fi'atemity  brothers; 
life-long  friends  who  comforted  him  in  his 
time  of  need.  Just  before  his  death,  he  was 
paid  a  special  visit  by  one  of  his  closest  fra- 
ternity brothers.  Jack  D,  Wheeler,  Brother- 
Wheeler  is  a  past  Grand  President  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  and  Order  of  the  Golden  Heart. 
Currently,  Brother  Wheeler  devotes  his  time 
to  traveling  the  country  and  speaking  to  Sig 
Eps  about  the  importance  of  brotherly  love. 
Brother  Wheeler  put  his  words  into  action 
when  he  visited  Brother  Tknner,  a  friend  and 
brother  he  came  to  love  and  respect  through 
their  common  interest  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon, 
Brother  Wheeler  understood  how  much  the 
Fraternity  meant  to  Brother  TWiner,  and  vis- 
iting him  made  his  ordeal  that  much  more 
tolerable. 

Last  year,  the  importance  of  the  Fraternity 
to  Brother  Tknner  was  made  public.  Cur- 
rently, there  is  an  exhibit  travehng  through- 
out the  country  that  displays  hand-made 
quilts  designed  by  the  loved  ones  of  AIDS 
victims.  Recently,  a  friend  of  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  attended  this  exhibit  and  saw  a  quilt 
made  in  honor  of  Brother  T^jiner,  The  quilt. 
red  and  purple  with  the  embroidered  Greek 
letters  of  the  Fraternity,  hangs  with  hun- 
dreds of  other  quilts  madein  memory  of  those 
who  succumbed  to  the  AIDS  tradedy.  Obvi- 
ously, someone  knew  how  much  the  Frater- 
nity meant  to  Donald  L,  TWier, 


Brother  JohD.W.  Lord 

John  W.  "Jack"  Lord.  UC-Santa  Bar- 
bara 79,  was  an  honorary  initiate  of  our 
California  Gamma  Chapter  at  UC-Santa  Bar- 
bara. Brother  Lord,  a  Catholic  Priest,  died  of 
AIDS  in  February  of  this  year.  He  was  46.  He 
is  beheved  to  be  the  first  CathoLc  priest  to 
have  died  from  the  disease.  In  his  short  time 
with  the  Fraternity.  Brother  Lord  found  time 
to  be  chaptercounselor  to  California  Gamma, 
serve  as  a  member  of  the  national  Committee 
on  Ritual  Education,  and  be  a  faculty 
Regional  Leadership 


Father  Eamon  0'  Gorman,  Brother  Lord's 
superior,  was  supportive  of  his  young  priest 
and  assisted  in  administering  to  his  care  and 

comfort.  "I  felt  such  a  deep  compassion  for 
him",  O'Gorman  said.  "I  felt  very  privileged 
to  be  a  part  of  hia  hfeat  this  time." 

O'Gorman  once  asked  Brother  Lord  what 
having  AIDS  meant  to  him  as  a  priest  He 
said,  "It's  my  belief  this  will  make  the  church 
a  more  compassionate  place." 

Ironically,  in  1986,  before  he  was  diag- 
nosed, Brother  Lord  helped  to  lead  the  AIDS 
Ministry  Ecumenical  Network  (AMEN),  a 
loose-knit  group  of  a  dozen  clergymen  who 
volunteer  to  offer  consolation,  and  offiaate 
the  funerals  of  AIDS  victims. 

It  is  believed  that  Brother  Lord  contracted 
the  AIDS  virus  as  a  result  of  a  blood  transfu- 
sion he  had  undergone  seven  years  prior  to 
hia  death. 

How  Do  We  Respond 

The  crisis  of  AIDS  is  a  reality-one  we 
must  all  deal  with.  As  brothers  in  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon,  we  vow  to  make  a  virtue  of  necessity 
to  accept  with  a  positive  attitude  that  which 


must  be  accepted.  Thus,  the  challenge  ia  to 
face  the  AIDS  crisis  in  a  constuctive,  com- 
passionate way,  building  bridges  of  brotherly 
love  and  understanding  to  others  Perhaps 
the  best  way  tfl  meet  this  challenge  is  to  emu- 
late Brothers  Tanner,  Wheeler.  Lord,  and 
Father  O'Gorman— all  bridge  builders  who 
have  shown  us  how. 

To  succeed  in  this,  is  to  learn  important 
lessons  in  hfe.  The  Chinese  word  for  crisis 
"wei  ji",  is  made  up  of  two  parts:  "danger" 
and  "opportunity."  The  word  is  a  reminder  of 
the  seemingly  small  but  important  opportun- 
ity that  can  come  out  of  danger— and  this  is 
true  of  the  AIDS  crisis. 

Our  opportunity  is  to  become  more  com- 
passionate and  understanding,  more  virtu- 
ous and  brotherly,  as  we  reach  out  to  those 
less  fortunate.  AIDS  is  only  an  illness,  and  in 
the  final  analysis,  it  is  the  people  that  count 
The  true  challenge  is  to  realize  that  aD  people, 
whatever  their  condition  or  situation,  are  our 
brothers. 

At  the  October,  1987.  meeting  of  the  Na- 
tional Board  of  Directors,  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
adopted  a  pohcy  on  AIDS: 

If  a  brother  of  Si^a  Phi  Epsilon  ia 
stricken  with  AIDS,  then  he  should  be 
treated  like  any  other  brother  afflicted 
with  a  life-threatening  illness- with  ut- 
most dignity  and  brotherly  love. 

It  ia  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 's  hope  that  all  its 
chapters  discuss  the  AIDS  crisis  openly— 
and  prepare  for  that  time  when  this  disease        i 
may  directly  affect  one  of  their  own.  m 

Perhaps  Father  O'Gorman  said  it  best       ™, 
when  speaking  of  Brother  Lord.  "He  was  my 
brother  and  I  suppose  I  discovered  what  Uiat 
means.  Brotherhood  is  not  having  the  free- 
dom to  not  respond."

Robert  W.  "Bob"  Broeg,  Missouri  '41. 
has  been  a  Sig  Ep  a  long,  long,  time.  He 
explains: 'TmsooldthatUnde  Billy  Phillips 
was  a  person,  not  a  legend.  The  jovaal,  kindly 
founder  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  came  over  for 
[he  Missouri  Alpha  2.5th  anniversary,  cele- 
brated with  a  spnng  dance  in  1939,  when 
happily,  the  rain  held  oul  so  that  we  could 
stretch  a  dance  floor  out  on  the  front  lawn."  It 
IS  like  Brother  Broeg  to  remember  these  little 
details,  as  he  has  made  a  living  of  recounting 
history  as  a  sport  writer  ever  since  he  left  the 
Marine  Corps  back  in  1945. 

In  '45  he  started  a  13-year  stint  as  a  travel- 
ing baseball  writer  for  the  St.  Louis  Post- 
Dispatch.  He  was  named  the  newspaper's 
sports  editor  in  1958,  Then  in  1977.  he  was 
named  assistantto  publisher  Joseph  Pulitzer, 
Jr.  In  between,  were  many  accomphshments, 
honors,  and  awards. 

Bob  is  a  member  of  both  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors and  the  Veterans  Committee  of  the 
Baseball  Hall  of  Fame.  He  has  also  been  a 
ballot  caster  for  the  Professional  and  College 
Football  Halls  of  Fame. 

He  received  the  Knute  Rockne  Club  of 
America  Award  as  the  nation's  number  one 
sportswriter  in  1964. 

In  1971 .  he  received  the  University  of  Mis- 
souri's first  journalism  medal  given  to  a 
sports  writer,  and  in  1980,  he  was  awarded 
J.  G.  Tbylor  Spinks  Award  for 
J3  baseball  writingby  the 
Baseball  Hall  of  Fame  in  Cooperstown,  New 
York. 
Semi-retired  as  sports  editor  in  1985,  Bob's 


voice  can  be  heard  on  KMOX  radio,  and  has 
been  for  25  years. 

A  prolific  writer.  Brother  Broeg  is  author  of 
13  books  The  two  most  recent  were  "Bob 
Broeg's  Redbirds "— a  chronicle  of  his  years 
covering  his  beloved  St.  Louis  Cardinals,  and 
"Baseball  from  a  Different  Angle."  published 
in  1988. 

Brother  Broeg.  a  devoted  Sig  Ep  has  also 
been  a  contributing  writer  to  the  Journal  and 
IS  active  in  the  alumni  associaton  of  his  Mis- 
souri Alpha  Chapter  at  the  University  of 
Missoun.  A  beloved  personality  in  St.  Louis. 
Brother  Broeg  is  also  a  favorite  with  our 
undergraduates— always  ready  to  tell  astory 
of  Sig  Ep  glory  from  years  past. 

His  brothers  aren't  the  only  ones  who  have 
a  deep  affection  for  this  special  Sig  Ep.  In 
1987,  Brother  Broeg  was  honored  at  a  dinner 
sponsored  by  the  University  of  Missouri 
Tiger  Scholarship  Fund,  Sports  dignitaries 
from  around  the  country  joined  in  honoring 
Bob  for  all  the  special  contributions  he  has 
made  to  his  profession  and  to  the  sports  pro- 
gram of  his  university.  Whitey  Heriog,  Man- 
ager of  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals  said  of  Bob  at 
the  dinner,  "Bob  Broeg  is  the  greatest  base- 
ball nund  in  America."

Chapters  may  want  to  have  more  than  one 
restricted  fund,  naming  different  scholar- 
ships for  special  alumni,  Thisis  easily  accom- 
plished by  adopting  a  supplementary  work- 
ing agreement.  The  minimum  funding  level 
to  "name"  a  scholarship  is  $5,000,  which  will 
provide  a  $400  annual  award. 

The  SI  per  man  now  added  each  year, 
together  with  additional  chapter  contribu- 
tions and  alumni  contributions,  assures  that 
each  chapter  will  have  a  scholarship  pro- 
gram of  its  own.

Academic  Profile:  Brother  Named  a  Marshall  Scholarship  Recipient

Philip  N.  Sabes,  Washington-St.  Louis 
'89.  a  double  major  in  physics  and  French  at 
Washington  University,  is  one  of  30  Ameri- 
can students  to  win  a  Marshall  Scholarship 
for  all-expenses-paid  study  at  a  British 
university 

The  Marshall  Scholarships  have  been 
awarded  annually  since  1953  by  the  British 
government  as  a  gesture  of  thanks  for  the  aid 
the  United  States  gave  Britain  under  the 
MarBbaJl  Plan. 

These  prestigious  scholarships,  which  are 
tenable  for  two  or  three  years,  enable  gradu- 
ates of  United  States  universities  and  col- 
leges to  study  for  degrees  in  Britain. 

Sabes,  who  will  graduate  from  Washington 
m  May,  plans  to  study  theoretical  physics 
and  mathematics  at  Cambridge  University. 

Approximately  800  students  apply  for  the 
30  scholarships  yearly.  The  awards  are  given 
to  American  students  who  have  distinguished 
themselves  through  scholastic  achievement 


and  other  activities,  and  who  display  the 
potential  to  make  significant  contributions  to 
society, 

"I  am  just  delighted  that  one  of  the  two  or 
three  most  prestigious  international  scholar- 
ship awards  has  come  to  Phil,"  said  Linda  B. 
Salmon.  Ph,d„  dean  of  the  CoU^e  of  Arts 
and  Sciences.  "He  is  an  example  of  the  best 
kind  of  student  Washington  University  can 
produce  in  the  breadth  of  his  interests  and  in 
his  contributions  to  campus  life." 

The  scholarships  cover  tuition,  travel, 
books  and  a  stipend.  They  currently  are 
valued  at  $20,000  a  year.  Brother  Sabes  ap- 
plied for  the  scholarship  through  the  Umver- 
sity's  Study  Abroad  Program. 

AfUr  his  two  years  in  England,  Phil  will 
return  to  the  United  States  and  enter  a  doc- 
toral program  in  physics.  His  career  plans 
mclude  teaching  and  conducting  research  at 
the  college  level. 

Since  his  freshman  year  at  Washington, 


Brother  Sabes  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Society  of  Physics  Students,  He  currently  is 
president  of  the  society,  after  serving  as  vice 
president  last  year.  He  is  one  of  two  student 
representatives  to  the  Board  of  Trustees' 
Educational  PoLcy  Committee. 

In  his  junior  year,  Phil  received  the  First 
Vamey  Prize  as  the  best  student  in  introduc- 
tory physics,  Last  year  Brother  Sabes  discov- 
ered that  a  quasicrystal  phase  exists  in 
titanium-manganese  alloy.  He  co-authored  a 
paper  about  this  discovery  that  appeared  in 
the  Physical  Review,  and  he  was  elected  to 
Phi  Beta  Kappa.

Trueman  L.  Sanderson, 
Past  National  Director 


Dr.  George  J.  Cottier,  Alabama 
Alpha  Counselor  for  51  Years 


TVueman  L.  "Sandy"  Sanderson,  Wor- 
cester Polytechnic  Institute,  '31,  past 
member  of  the  National  Board  oi  directors 
and  Order  of  the  Golden  Heart  died  in  Florida 
on  February  18, 1989.  He  was  82.  A  Sig  Ep  for 
51  years,  few  have  amassed  such  a  fine  record 
of  involvement  and  accomplishments  in  the 
fraternity  as  Brother  Sanderson. 

Initiated  into  the  Theta  Upsilon  Omega 
(TUO)  Fraternity  in  1928  at  Worcester  Poly 
Tkh  (WPI).  Sandy  graduated  in  1931  with  a 
degree  in  electrical  engineering.  He  attended 
TUO  conventions  in  1927.  1934.  1935.  1936, 
and  1937,  the  last  of  which  voted  the  merger 
of  TUO  with  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  Upon  his 
offinal  initiation  into  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  in 
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In  1949,  Sandy  began  his  duties  as  district 
governor  in  New  England,  a  position  he  held 
for  over  20  years.  He  also  served  as  district 
governor  in  Flonda  in  the  19708  and  never 
missed  a  chapter  installation  in  either  dis- 
trict during  his  governorship. 

In  1957,  he  was  elected  to  the  National 
Board  of  Directors  and  served  until  1963.  At 
the  1%7  Grand  Chapter  Conclave  in  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  he  was  awarded  with  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon's  highest  honor,  the  Order  of  the 
Golden  Heart.  Most  recently,  the  1988^9  edi- 
tion of  the  Si^a  Phi  Epsilon  Guide  to 
Brotherhood  was  dedicated  to  him. 

Up  until  his  death,  Sandy  remained  active 
in  the  Fraternity.

Maryland,  He  was  81  years  old,  A  founding 
father  of  our  Maryland  Alpha  Chapter  at 
Johns-Hopldns  University,  Brother  Moran 
made  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  a  lifetime  expe- 
rience. He  contnbuted  his  time  and  talent 
unselfishly  to  the  betterment  of  his  chapter, 
as  he  served  on  the  Maryland  Alpha  Alumni 
Corporation  for  60  years.

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The  Order  of  the  Golden  Heart  is  tangible 
recognition  that  an  alumnus  has  given  with 
great  sacrifice  to  his  Fraternity,  but  even  that 
high  honor  cannot  adequately  express  the 
feeling  conveyed  in  the  memorial  service  con- 
ducted earlier  that  morning  at  the  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  chapter  house  at  Auburn  University. 
Alabama  Alpha  Chapter  President  Rob  Wood 
ted  alumni  and  undergraduates  in  a  farewell 
to  a  great  Sig  Ep  brother.  The  memorial  SCT- 
vice  was  held  in  the  "Doc"  Cottier  Room,  re- 
dedicated  exactly  one  year  ago  at  the  time  of 
the  50th  Anniversary  of  big  service  to  Ala- 
bama Alpha  as  its  chapter  counselor.  It  was 
clear  that  brothers  who  shared  the  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  experience  at  Auburn  shared  a  very 
special  experience  because  of  Brother  Cottier 

Bom  March  30,  1908.  "Doc"  received  a 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  m  agnculture 
from  Auburn  in  1929.  an  M.  A.  degree  from  the 
University  of  Missouri  in  1930,  and  a  Doctor 
of  Veterinary  Medicine  degree  from  Auburn 
in  1943. 

In  1930,  he  was  appointed  instructor  of 
Animal  Husbandry  at  Auburn  University, 
transferred  to  poultry  science  m  1934,  rose  to 
the  rank  of  associate  professor  in  1940,  and 
professor  in  1949. 

Doc  was  initiated  as  a  member  of  Theta 
Upsilon  Omega,  graduating  from  Auburn  in 
1929.  In  1938.  when  TUO  merged  with  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon,  he  served  as  chairman  of  his 
chapter's  colonization  committee  and  advised 
the  undergraduate  brothers  as  the  merger 
took  place.  Initiated  into  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
in  1938,  along  with  other  TUO  alumni,  he 
then  assumed  the  position  of  chapter  counse- 
lor for  Alabama  Alpha. 

Through  Doc's  selfless  diligence,  he  molded 
our  Alabama  Alpha  Chapter  into  the  SI  fra- 
ternity on  campus  each  year  he  was  counse- 
lor In  1969.  he  was  awarded  for  his  commit- 
ment to  the  Fraternity  when  he  received  the 
Order  of  the  Golden  Heart. 

Brother  Cottier  will  always  remain  in  the 
memories  of  those  he  touched  as  a  true  exam- 
ple of  brotherhood  and  the  lifetime  expe- 
nence  that  is  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.

Remembering  a  Very 
Special  Brother 


Official  records  indicate  Founding  Father 
Edgar  I^ee  Allen  moved  to  Bit  iningham,  Ala- 
bama, from  Richmond,  Virginia,  in  1902.  In 
1904,  he  married  Mary  Francis  Bibb,  raised 
four  children,  and  became  a  widely  known 
Birmingham  lawyer  and  jurist.  He  served  as 
judge  of  the  first  division  of  the  Municipal 
Court  of  Birmingham  from  1921  to  1924, 
resigning  to  practice  law.  Later,  he  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor  of  Alabama  as 
Judge  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Bir- 
mmgham  until  1932.  Hecontinued  to  practice 
law  until  his  death  in  1946. 

Recently,  the  1988  fall  pledge  class  of  the 
Alabama  Delta  Chapter  {Alabama  at  Bir 
mingham)  set  out  to  find  the  grave  site  of 
Brother  Allen.  After  extensively  researching 
dty  and  cemetery  records,  they  located  the 
grave  site.  Tlieir  discovery  was  met  with 
mixed  emotions.  Although  they  were  excited 
by  their  discovery,  they  were  shocked  at  the 
poor  condition  of  theheadslones  and  gruunds 
of  the  grave  site.  Working  with  cemetery  offi- 
cials, they  set  out  to  improve  Brother  Allen's 
final  resting  plaw.  The  underground  vault 
was  reenfoiced.  the  ground  leveled ,  new  grass 
was  planted,  and  the  grave  stones  of  Brother 
Mien  and  his  wife  were  washed  and  reset 

Passers-by  at  the  cemetery  and  others  in 
the  community  were  curious,  "Why  were 
those  college  boys  working  on  ol'  Judge 
Allen's  grave?  Are  they  related  to  him?  They 
certainly  couldn't  have  known  him.  He  died 
43  years  ago!" 

No,  noneofthosecollege  boys  knew  orever 
met  Judge  Allen.  Tliey  only  know  of  Brother 
Edgar  Lee  Allen,  a  founder  of  their  beloved

One  last 
remembrance,  and  they  quietly  departed  the 
resting  place  of  Founder  and  Brother  Edgar 
I^  Allen.
